WASHINGTON, June 23.~—Information 
received at the: Department of the in- 
terior by Secretary Hitchcock from 
Ardmore, Il. T., indicates that the Chick- 
asaw warrant frauds which the Fed- 
eral grand jury is investigating are 
growling. 

Already they run up over $200.000, and | 
more cases are to be investigated by 
the grand jury. 

A big batch of indictments has been 
found, the Secretary is informed, ‘y 
his agents on the ground, who are as- 
sisting in unearthing the frauds, ani 
these include.a number of men 
in the councils of 
some prominent servunts of the United 
States Government 

No further payment will ‘be made (n 
the Chickasaw warrants until the full 
extent of the frauds has been discov- 
ered. 


this will not be done pending the ear~ 
ing ot other cases. 

The indictments found, it is reported 
to Mr. Hitchcock, are based on an al- 
leged reissue of school and general fund 
warranis. It was expected that Kirby 
Purdon, the fugitive banker of ‘ Tisho- 
mingo, would be indicted, but it was nor 
expected that the grand jury would be 
abie to reach the men higher up in the 
way they have. — 

it is said that some persona! friends of 
Presdent Roosevelt have been caught 
in the dragnet of the Federal grand 
jury now sitting at Agdmore, and at 
least one has been indicted. 

The investigation, which has resulted 
in the indictments, was instigated by 
Secretary Hitchcock, who, suspecting 
that there was something wrong, “held 
up Payment on the warrants and sent 
agents to work in conjunction’ with the 
officers of the Department of Justice in 
ferreting out the fraud. 

Nearly $100,000 of the spurlous war- 
rants are held by St. Louis and Mis- 
sourt bankers and trust companies, ac- 
cording to the advices which Secretary 
Hitchcock has, one bank in St. Louis 
holding $60,000, it Is said.

NEW YORK, June 23.—Two men have 


been killed by lightning, eight persons }, 


were serigusiy hurt and considerab.e 
property damage has resulted from a 
severe sturm which has swept New 
York and the surrounding couniry. 
FolLowing hours. of great heat and 
Humidity, the storm broke with in- 
tense violence and more than onevhaif 
an inch of rain feil in 138 minutes. ‘ine 
electrical dispiay continued intermilt- 
tently over a wide territory for hours. 
Those who lost their ilves were Michael 
Buras, a Montclair, N. J., plumber, and 
Arthur Bo.ton of Newarsn, N. J.. a 
couchman. Scores of others were more 
or less injured from the effects of 
lightning and from fire and panic re- 


‘sulting from the’ storm. 


Many buildings weie wholly or in part 
demoiished, two schoolhouses were 
struck by lightning, telephone and elec- 
tric light wires were disabled, and 
panics occurred in many buildings hit 
‘by lightning. 

While the storm swept every Section | 
of the city proper, the damage was’ 
greatest in New Jersey and in _ the 
suburbs along the south shore of Long 
Istand, Coney Is’and, Rockaway Beach 
und sections of Brooklyn suffered se- 


_verely. 


Among the pecullar freaks of light- 
ning was a dynamite explosion in Har- 
lem. A bolt: of the fluid ploughed its 
way down the side of a new apartment 
house to the ground, where it exploded 
dynamite, which excavators left undis- 
charged in the rocks. 

Serious damage was caused to several 
other bulldings close by. Twenty work- 
men, who had taken refuge in the build- 
ine. were almost frigh‘ened to death by 
the shock and shower of rocks which 
penetrated to their hiding place.

THOMASVILLE, Ga., June %4—In 


Spite of the efforts of the Federal au- 
thorities to stamp it out, the evil of 
pecluge is overspreading the rural 
South. 

This fact is not evident to people from 
the North who visit only the watering 
places and the cities of this section, but 
it is patent to any one who penetrates 
the farming regions and makes a per- 
Sonal investigation of the subject. Free 
labor, after #4 years of supposed as- 
cendency, is again on trial in the South 
-—not in the cities and manufacturing 
communities, which are more or less 
under Nerthern influences and are in 
touch with the larger world, but in the 
country districts, which are a law unto 
themselves, 

Tie whole Southern agricultural sys- 
tem tends to the subjection of the la- 
During class to the land-holding class. 
The tenant system, in genera] use in 
this section, has that effect. The negro 
tenant, without property of his own, 
and without political rights of any po- 
tential character, is little better off than 
a serf. He has no home save on a plan- 
tation, owned by a white man; and he 
who lives ip a cabin on a plantation 
must work for the owner of the plan- 
tation, if the latter has use for his la- 
bor—or else take to the roads. 

Georgia has recently enacted a strin- 
gent vagrant law by which many dis- 
Satisfied tenants, who may be seeking 
better opportunities or juster treatment, 
are seized under the charge of va- 
@rancy, and through the medium of the

more devious process, into a condition 
of peonage. 


State’s Profit Is Large. 


Several States of the South ge deriv- 
ing a handsoine, though shameful, reve- 
nue trom the “‘lease’’ of convicts to tur- 
pontine and sawmill operators and to 
phosphate miners. The employment of 
this enforced labor is found to be so 
profitable that the rentals of convicts 
this year in several of the Southern 
Btales is considerably in advance of the 
‘prices paid in years past. 

Ixmpioyers are heard to say frequent- 
ly that a convict is worth more as a la- 
borer than a free negro, because a con- 
vict can be compelled to work regularly 
and unremittingly. 

So much for the legal and open prac- 
tice of reducing negroes convicted of 
misdemeanors to the conditions of 
slaves... A more recently employed and 
more dangerous institution is the prac- 
tice of employers of labor buying the 
time and services of men convicted of 
offenses and fined by the courts; in oth- 
er words, the holding of negroes in a 
state of peonage through the paymient 
of their fines. 

This practice, it has been said al- 
ready, is widespread and is growing. 
Several Southerners interviewed ac- 
knowledged that hundreds of cases of 
this eort exist in the country  here- 
abouts, and some even make no se- 
eret of themselves having participated 
im the business. 

The practice finds its justification in 
most Southern minds in the over- 
whelming numbers of negroes that +

Capt. John Pearson, who says he is 
of the Queen’s Horse Guards, was dis- 
charged from custody in the City Ha!!

Connors’ testimony was cut short by 
Judge Tracy as soon as the witness 
said, in repiy to a question, that his 
peace had not been disturbed. 

Pearson, save for having a day's 
growth of hair on his chin, appeared a 
well-groomed Englishman, his drooping 
blond mustache being carefully bresied 
his hair smooth and shiny, his Norfolk 
sult ef tweed neat and ciean and with 
white “spats” haif covering his well- 
polished shoes. 

He was a bit puzzled as to how to 
leave the courtroom when told that he 
was discharged, but walked out with 
a jaunty air when properly directed.

Onecui is said 
to have duped Mrs. Shakespeare as hé 
had duped Sadie Crook, whom he had 
married in Chicago. Onequt was arrest- 
ed in England, convicted of fraud, and 
sent to prison. Mrs. Shakespeare re- 
turned to Amer'ca. Shakesneare would 
not forgive her, although her friends 
said she was penniless and penitent. .
